OR, 
in this case, if the elephant messes with its 
clock, do we have to go along with it too? 

At this writing, three provinces— 
Ontario, Manitoba and New Brunswick— 
say they'll go along with the US plan to 
extend Daylight Savings Time by four weeks, 
starting in 2007. Quebec is rumoured to be 
close to the same decision. Saskatchewan 
doesn’t do daylight saving at all. No word yet 
on what the rest of Canada will do. 

Proponents say the change will save ener- 
gy and keep us in synch with our mega trad- 
ing partner, the US, on everything from 
timed deliveries to TV schedules. 

But the Conservation Council of Ontario 
says any energy savings would be minimal, 
and Michael Downing, author of Spring For- 
ward: The Annual Madness of Daylight Saving 
Time, told the CBC that energy use will actu- 
ally go up. “If you give people more sunlight 
at the end of the day, they'll [drive their cars 
to malls] to spend money.” 

Opponents say the change will send chil- 
dren to school in the dark, making them less 
safe, while the Airlines Industry worries. it 
will put international flight schedules out of 
synch with the rest of the world. Computer 
programmers will have to prepare to send 
out software updates that recognize the 
change. 


REEFER MADNESS 

Why do so many in the police ranks and 
the media focus on the marijuana aspect of 
the James Roszko case? Roszko, who gunned 
down four young Mounties in Mayerthorpe, 
was a convicted sex offender with a long his- 
tory of violence. He was not a major pot 
grower. He had started a small operation to 
make money. In another era, it could have 
been a still, Alcohol seems to have played a 
much larger role in Roszko's life, and it plays 
a much larger role in violent crime in society 
in general—as does methamphetamine these 
days. Pot might make people silly, it might 
make them couch potatoes, watching too 
many cartoons and eating too many non- 
nutritious snack foods. It might make them 
lazy, it might make them write bad poetry, it 
might exacerbate existing mental illness in a 
tiny percentage of chronic, heavy users, 
though studies seem to disagree on that. But 
it does not make people violent. If anything, 
it tends to curb those tendencies. By focus- 
ing on Roszko's grow-op, we are ignoring 
the real issues—this man was mentally ill and 
violent and should have been kept in custody 
and treated, 








ON A RELATED NOTE... 

According to a University of Alberta 
study, Albertans suffer from more depres- 
sion, mental illness, and social discord than 
people elsewhere in Canada. The high num- 
ber of transient workers, cut off from their 
customary social networks, might be a con- 
tributing factor.

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“TACKLING POVERTY IS COMPLEX.” 
Why have [ heard that said so often 
just when poverty has found its way 
back to the top of the world’s agen- 
da? 


Poverty underpins most of the 
major problems that the world faces 
today—from environmental degra- 
dation to insecurity and conflict. So it 
was good to see the issue take centre 
stage at the G8 summit in Scotland 
in July, at September's meeting of 
the United Nations on the Millenni- 
um Development Goals and, still to 
come, the crucial meeting of the 
World Trade Organisation in Hong 
Kong due in December. We await 
the results. 

But the question remains: is tack- 
ling poverty so complex? The state- 
ment is made most frequently by 
politicians and economists who 
don’t want fo make a link between 
the extreme poverty in poor coun- 
tries and the actions taken in rich 
countries. If they did, they would see 
that being poor can be a-stark and 
simple thing—and the solutions 
obvious. 

In Mali last December I stood ina 
cotton field, sweltering under the 
midday sun. Women around me 
hunched low to the ground, filling 
baskets with the cotton they picked 
by hand; a baby lay ina nearby 
ditch, attended by other young chil- 
dren. I did not see shelter, sanitation, 
clean water, or even decent shade; 
just poor, proud families struggling 
to survive against the odds. — 

Their problem was not so com- 
plex, though its ramifications are 
huge. Poverty was denying these 
women and their families their fun- 
damental rights—to an adequate 
standard of living, education, and

The US government spends more 
than USD 3 billion a year to subsi- 
dize cotton production—with the 
top 10 per cent of US producers get- 
ting 79 per cent of the payouts.

access to health care. To blame, quite 
simply, are policies that are made in 
America. 

In the past, West Africans called 
cotton “white gold”. It provided the 
essential incomes necessary to pur- 
chase food and medicines and to 
send children to school. But cotton’s 
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subsidized cotton has flooded world 
markets, driving prices down and 
eroding the incomes of the 10 mil- 
lion West Africans whose liveli- 
hoods depend on cotton. West 
African cotton farmers are among, 
the lowest-cost producers in the 
world, but they are also among the 


families to destitution. They are 
directly responsible for a wide- 
spread denial of basic human rights 
to food, water, sanitation, health, 
and education. 

The drama I saw in a West 
African cotton field is being 
reprised in different forms in

poor communities worldwide— 
it’s not just the US that’s to 
blame. Sugar and dairy farmers 
in Africa, South America, and 
Asia suffer just as cruelly 
because of the domestic subsidy 
policies of the European Union, 
paid for by the European taxpay- 
er. 


GLOBAL TIES, GLOBAL DUTIES 
And the damage done through 
those policies is exacerbated by 
structural adjustment policies 
imposed by the International 
Monetary Fund and supported 
by the World Bank. These have 
led developing country govern- 
ments to cut back on social ser- 
vices—making it harder for the 
poor to educate, nourish, and 
shelter their children. Intellectu- 
al property rules have denied 
people access to affordable 
drugs to fight diseases like 
HIV/AIDS, which claims the 
lives of 6,500 Africans each day. 
That’s more bad policy, made in

the rich world and imposed on poor 
people—often by those same coun- 
tries that talked of reform, more aid, 
and new approaches to poverty at 
the G8 or at the UN in New York in 
September. Meanwhile poverty is 
increasing in much of the world, the 
gap between rich and poor widen- 
ing, and our world becoming less 
secure as a direct result. 

Now is time for the rich world to 
accept not just the rewards but also 
the responsibilities of our global, 
interconnected age. We must help 
deal with globalization’s down- 
sides—even when those affected 
appear to be strangers in strange 
lands. For those whose suffering we 
see on the news are not strangers— 
our taxes undermine their liveli- 
hoods, our corporations’ patents and 
profits are protected at the cost of 
their children’s health. Just as global- 
ization has multiplied the ties 
among diverse nations, so it has 
magnified our duties to one another. 

Our responsibilities can no longer 
be limited by state borders. A world 
linked by commerce, culture, and 
communication must be joined by 
compassion as well. If globaliza- 
tion’s benefits are to be widely 
shared and its burdens fairly borne, 
it must be transformed from a 
process centred on economics to one 
steered by values and ethics. Indeed, 
I would go further than “compas- 
sion’. I would talk about account- 
ability. 

Trade ministers are part of 
governments that have accepted 
responsibilities under the 
international human rights treaties. 
When the WTO meets in Hong 
Kong in December, let us see 
genuine commitments from the US 
and the EU towards ending the 
unfair trade policies, the subsidies, 
and the tariff barriers that deny 
poor people the chance to gain the 
fair benefits of their work, to trade 
their way out of poverty. Less talk, 
more action—that’s a simple way to 
tackle poverty.

“1 CAN'T GO, ‘HERE’S MY IDEA: I’M 
going to produce this body of work 
around this idea.’ Once I establish 
parameters, I’m bored.” Since ideas 
are too confining for Tony Baker, 
the ArtsHab collective member 
wound up generating a bigger 
mental and aesthetic playground 
to base his work around—a kind of 
parallel universe populated with 
characters he creates, articulated 
by a visual lexicon all his own. 

“This is all the nerdy stuff that 
turned me on to art in the first 
place, plus the post-modernism 
and abstract expressionism | 
gleaned from university,” Baker 
elucidates, on his recent canvases 
and drawings. Riots of colour and 
geometry, his pieces tend towards 
explosions of repetition that create 
a quasi-hallucinatory landscape, 
residing somewhere between a 
Lucasfilm production and Dada 
collagist Kurt Schwitters’ “Merz- 
bild,” although with more linear 
and whimsical elements also 
asserting themselves. 

“Becoming a ‘real’ artist was, 
like, shunning the nerdy stuff. No 
illustration—that was taboo,” he 
explains. “Getting out of school, | 
was sick of painting. It was at the 
point where just being around a 
brush totally angered me. So I was 
in this basement apartment with 
felt pens, pencil crayons, no stu- 
dio. 1 was drawing, but not really 
pushing the art.” 

Baker credits fellow 
artist/ ArtsHabitant Tim Rechner 
with reinvigorating his interest in 
painting, as well as reigniting 
Baker’s commitment to his overall 
Practice. 

“So, for a couple years I’ve been 
taking what I learned at the U of A 
and applying it to this old sci-fi 
obsession,” he continues. “It’s the 
most together it ever has been, in 
this show. It’s getting more narra- 
tive, and these characters are crop- 
ping up.” 

Baker introduces some of the

inhabitants of his work: “There's 
Migo, this big guy, a benevolent 
crow-headed fellow who drives a 
plow. He does deliveries to all 
these fantastical places on his 
plow. Bottlecap is his co-pilot, this 
little girl he saved from a bad job. 
The General is the boss, with all 
these badges and medals and 
dogma. Yelolo—this weird cat 
robot with an eyeball on her chest. 

“Tapey is the newest addition: a 
fun-loving drunken tapeball with a 
trooper smile.” 

Baker also has a host of robots he 
hasn’t fully fleshed out, and war- 
ring alien factions who haven't yet 
revealed their motivations to him 
To clarify affairs for himself, as well 
as viewers, Baker is working on 
action cards for the characters 

If all this sounds more like a 
comic book world than a fine art 
show, that’s part of the charm of 
Baker's work—the unique synthesis 
of these seemingly disparate disci- 
plines is fascinating. And deeply 
personal, connecting back to child- 
hood nostalgia and imagination, 
and the motivations of why and 
how we retreat into our private uni- 
verses. 

It’s also highly entertaining. 

“Art is so serious and pretentious 
sometimes,” Baker sighs. “Could I 
make a painting that is still about 
being in a gallery and creates this 
dialogue with the viewer, but still 
has this crazy sense of humour and 
a geeky, non-artist bent?” 

“Groat Road 2052,” one of Baker's 
most recent works, is as close as he 
can probably get. It’s a winter view 
of the twisty part of Groat, with the 
overpass visible. With a futuristic 
tank on it. Oh, and there are some 
sci-fi type soldiers in the fore- 
ground, toting weapons that don’t 
yet exist. This entire scene is done in 
Baker's hallmark angular, colour- 
drenched, strikingly textural style. 

“It’s like full-on Heavy Metal mag- 
azine art, but cutesy and post-mod- 
ern,” he says. “People forget—post _ 
modernism has a sense of humour. 
It’s self-aware of its bombastic-ness, 
aware of gaze and subjectivity. It 


can be fun.”

Quite literally “bodies” of work 
the drawings and sculptures that 
comprise Paul Freeman’s MFA the- 
sis exhibition are undeniably disqui- 
eting. The unnerving effect is a con 
spiracy between the questions 
posed by the pieces and the level of 
mastery in aesthetic execution, ani 
mated by Freeman's comprehensive 
and original overarching vision 

Whether you react with revul- 
sion, bewilderment, or a whistling- 
in-the-graveyard chuckle at his 
grotesques, it would be nearly 
impossible not to respond. The 
pathos summoned by Freeman's 
biological manipulations call to 
attention both the inevitable decline 
of our frail physicality as well as our 
clumsy human attempts to control 
other living things. 

“There are two streams running, 
through these,” acknowledges Free- 
man. “There's the very material: 
mortality, decay, the body, planned 
or accidental interference with the 
body through medical interference, 
genetic modification, pollution, the 
exploitation of animals... Then there 
is. also the lived emotional experi- 
ence. Things are not always pleasant 
in our relationship with the physical 
world.” 

Especially not if you are an inno- 
cent lawn ornament, perched 
amidst dozens of others at Home 
Depot, before being whisked off to 
Freeman's studio to endure his artis- 
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Paul Freeman shows 


tic attentions. 

“I appropriated kitschy garden 
sculpture, with the fake copper pati- 
na, and I ‘intervened’ with it,” 
laughs Freeman, “After a while I 
had to set a limit—no more behead- 
ing.” 

Using a “mish-mash of materi- 
als,” Freeman realized the re-pur- 
posed fauna and kids in painstaking, 
detail. The colours and forms he 
added to the sculptures are close to 
flawless. “I had to push out of the 
kitschy thing, and that attention to 
craft is kind of a cue to allow your- 
self to get into the aesthetic,” he 
explains. 

“Tt was important to me not to 
look exploitative or trite. It goes 
back to what I learned as a jeweler. 
There are definite standards here.” 

While Freeman drew on his earli- 
er art education and practice, he also 
tried to free himself from some 
aspects of his prior experience, such 
as a preference for using a camera

and computer tools and for saturat- 
ing images with colour. Inspired by 
an artist who deliberately chose to 
avoid working with materials and 
methods he enjoyed, Freeman chal- 
lenged himself to.similarly create an 
art practice that was not fuelled by 
what was easy and attractive to him. 

One aspect of his practice Free- 
man chose not to subvert was his 
insistence on putting his art directly 
in the path of the public. He con- 
tends that the 12 posters he created 
for the exhibition, are also a part of 
the show. “I’m hoping they'll get 
stolen,” he adds. 

He also mentions his original 
inclination was to create a surreal 
environment for the sculptures in 
the gallery, rather than the simplicity 
of the department store-type setup 
he went with. “I was thinking about 
Astroturf, fountains, really over the 
top stuff,” he smiles. “But, I thought, 
‘No, they don’t need the help.”

THERE ARE A LOT OF REASONS TO 
hate Jaws. It is, after all, the movie that 
supposedly created the “summer 
blockbuster,” that heartless, soulless, 
money-spinning, leviathan of tie-in 
merchandising, which, in turn, forev- 
er changed the face of the industry, 
nipping in the bud a (studio- 
financed) creative explosion of edgier 
and more personal work by the 70s 
film-school set. 

After the phenomenal success of 
Jaws, there would be no more blank 
cheques for auteurs intent on making 
coterie interest films certain to send 
the critics into a rapture and the pay- 
ing members of the audience to the 
nearest exit. 

One can spend forever picturing 
tantalizing “what-if” scenarios 
involving jaded studio execs discov- 


ering that artistic freedom and per- 
sonal expression are truly priceless, 
but the fact remains that, back in 
1975, a young punk named Steven 
Spielberg proved that you can make 
millions by showing some very gar- 
ish gore and blowing stuff up when 
there isn’t enough script to go 
around, and there’s no doubt that 
Hollywood has suffered because of it. 
One has only to look at the miserable 
roster of sequels, remakes, and fea- 
ture-length advertisements for popu- 
lar children’s toys now on offer at the 
local multiplex to know that what is 
good business isn’t necessarily art. 

On the positive side, as more and 
more people are discovering, the safe, 
the bland, and, increasingly, the 
puerile, aren’t necessarily good enter- 
tainment either.

WHEN I WAS A WEE LAD I STUCK MY 
finger in a loaded mousetrap. Witha 
terrifying snap it latched onto my 
diminutive digit. Screaming ensued, 
and needless to say that was the last 
time I did that. It friggin’ hurt, and I 
knew it would beforehand, but 
there’s an innate fascination people 
have with exploring the threshold of 
humanity. This explains the exis- 
tence of such things as dominatrix- 
es, torture dungeons, decathlons, 
gore movies, high heels, and news 
reports about Michael Jackson's 
face. 

It’s also why last year’s low-bud- 
get Saw was a hit, grossing over 
$100 million. Melding mindfucks 
with hideously inventive killing 
devices, and lighting it like a music 
video, was a combo that clicked. 
The premise alone—a serial killer 


kidnapping people who seemingly 
aren't appreciating life and forcing 
them into sadistic, gruesome sur- 
vival situations—was enough to sell 
the movie to Lions Gate Films. The 
company backed it after then- 
unknown Ausssie filmmakers Leigh 
Whannel and James Wan showed 
them a short film version of the now 
infamous Jaw-Trap scene—where a 
metal headpiece is timed to rip apart 
the face unless the wearer can dig 
the key out of the stomach of a live 
human being. 

This time, in the quickly pumped 
out sequel, there’s a gadget locked 
to the victim’s head that can only be 
disabled with some super-fast self- 
mutilation in order to avoid damage 
1000 times more potent than any 
mousetrap. Whanell and Wan are 
onboard as executive producers, 
and the directing job goes to new- 
comer Darren Lynn Bousman, who 
also co-wrote the film with Whan- 
nel. Bousman’s task ain't easy, 
either: create a sequel to a movie 
that didn’t require one, and shoot it

date, or to disparage it as the film sin- 
gle-handedly responsible for the truly 
dismal state of the mainstream Amer- 
ican cinema. Certainly Spielberg 
owes an apology to anyone who's 
ever struggled all the way through 
Jaws II, or even the truly abominable 
Orca (I expect the former far outnum- 
ber the latter), because he is, to some 
extent, responsible for initiating a 
seemingly endless cycle of imitative 
fiascos out to make a quick buck. 

But he should not be reticent to 
claim authorship for what is not only 
his greatest film by a nautical mile, 
but also, quite possibly, one of the 
best films of the last 30 years. 
Because, in its own quiet way, the 
film that did for swimming in open 
water what Alfred Hitchcock's Psycho 
did for showering (or, for that matter, 
what Carrie did for spending time 
alone with teenage girls) is really a 
minor modern masterpiece and thus, 
infinitely deserving of its hallowed 
place in MoMA’s archives. 


in a mere 25 days for an obviously 
limited budget. Everything consid- 
ered, he did a decent job. 

The best part of it of course is the 
total absence of Carey Elwes (a.k.a. 
Prince Westley in The Princess Bride), 
whose overwrought performance in 
Saw is almost as painful as the 
killer’s traps. Donnie Wahlberg 
steps in instead as Detective Eric 
Mason, a bad tempered, chain- 
smoking, loose tie-wearing cop 
cliché, but a serviceable one. 

Eric goes along ona raid toa 
decrepit factory that nets the cun- 
ning but cancer-ridden serial mur- 
derer Jigsaw, played with a com- 
pelling fragile menace by character 
actor Tobin Bell. They seem to have 
got their man, but it’s the other way 
around when he shows them a bank 
of monitors with a video feed from a 
grungy house where eight strangers, 
including Eric’s son Daniel (Erik 
Knudsen), and Amanda (Shawnee 
Smith)—the jaw-trap survivor from 
the first film—are trapped. They’ve 
got to work together using Jigsaw’s 
cryptic clues, and make sacrifices if 
they want to escape the house before 
the poison gas in their system kills 

em. 


Like its prequel, Saw IT is beyond 
preposterous in terms of plotting. 
Jigsaw’s overly intricate traps (just 
what contractor built his horror 
house full of time-lock vault doors 





If one reconsiders the film objec- 
tively, it becomes clear that it is really 
much more than a violent soap opera 
about a giant rubber fish (although 
there is even a strange pleasure in 
seeing it as such), chiefly because it 
has what so many other, inferior 
shockers lack; a healthy dose of artis- 
tic pretension that’s positively charm- 
ing in its geeky innocence. Consider if 
you will the formalist perfection of 
the shot of Captain Quint’s (Robert 
Shaw) butcher knife angled tip 
downward into the deck of his 
trawler, a flash of light gleaming on 
its serrated edge. This is the archetyp- 
ical provocation, that showdown 
moment in all the classic westerns 
when the hero flashes the cold steel of 
his Colt or Derringer under the nose 
of his arch nemesis as if to say “come 
on and get it.” 

Then of course there is the positive- 
ly meta-cinematic final half of the 
film, which takes place on the high 
seas and recalls those jaunty, “Boy’s 
Own” adventure epics starring the 
likes of Errol Flynn and Douglas Fair- 
banks jr. Jaws, as Spielberg seemingly 
constantly seeks to remind us, per- 
haps in order to assuage his own 
doubts about the project, belongs to a 
noble tradition stemming back at 
least to Captain Blood if not quite to 
Moby Dick. 


FRIGHT KNIGHT 
TURNS CUTE BRUTE 
Yet Spielberg trots out even more 
of his film school tricks over the 
course of the movie in his quest to 
make a potentially embarrassing 
exploitation film into something 
more profoundly artistic, a bravura 
example of mind over material. There 
is, for example, the simultaneous 
zoom and backwards pan, cribbed 
from Hitchcock and Vertigo, which 
gives a sickening change in perspec- 
tive, and the impression that the 
world is suddenly being viewed 
through the wrong end of a telescope. 
This is the moment when Chief 
Brody (Roy Scheider), already guilty 
about capitulating to the demands of 
the Amity Chamber of Commerce by 
keeping the beaches open, first comes

to the stomach-turning realization 
that there’s been another shark attack 
on his watch. 

It’s hard to say whether it would 
have been less suspenseful without 
the use of this effect, but its jaw-drop- 
ping audaciousness demands some 
sort of audience response. 

It's sad to think that Spielberg has 
never again attained such artistic per- 
fection, preferring instead to play the 
safe cards of easy sentiment and cloy- 
ing cuteness, ad nauseum, now that 
he no longer has anything to prove to 
the world. An acute self-awareness, 
and the overweening ambition to 
transcend mundane origins are just 
what give Jazus its bite.

inning of the film, Eric notes that 
he just decided to tag along on the 
raid, and if he’d decided not to—or 
been one of the unlucky cops to set 
off a booby-trap—the grand diaboli- 
cal plan would be stillborn. 

But if you've already suspended 
your disbelief from iron hooks and 
invested yourself in the Saw world, 
the sequel should fit the bill. Aside 
from improved performances and 
decent direction, there are some 
tense moments and some real 


squeam-inducing sequences (includ- 
ing one with a whack of used hypo- 
dermic needles). And, although an 
overly explanatory montage at the 
end is pointless and obnoxious, at 
least Saw II doesn’t piss away its 
premise with irony-laced banter, 
non-actor eye candy, pointless sex 
scenes and an oppressive nu-metal 
soundtrack. Despite its flaws it does 
right what most contemporary hor- 
ror films do wrong, it focuses on the 
horror. 

It’s the kind of film that loses its 
fun if you examine it too much. You 
just gotta stick your fingers right in 
that a and wait for the 
snap. Grin and bear it:

Everything was going merely ade- 
quately until the national media got 
a hold of the story: then waves of 
paper clips and letters washed over 
the students of Whitwell and the 
Paper Clip Project became a phe- 
nomenon. 

Although it might be said that 
Paper Clips documents the school’s 
experience, somewhat after the fact, 
the film is less a documentary than it 
is a hagiography. It stinks of the 
small screen and the way that inde- 
pendent television producers now 








turn a dollop of information into an 
hour of TV for sale and resale to 
dozens of stations. You know what 
I'm talking about, clicker jockeys. 
Nothing is too obvious that it can’t 
be repeated a dozen times. “Reveal- 
ing” moments are captured in 
phony restagings. (To show how

THE SQUID AND THE WHALE OPENS IN 
Brooklyn in 1986 with a family ten- 
nis match of the Berkmans: 12-year- 
old Frank (Owen Kline) and the 
mother Joan (Laura Linney) against 
16-year-old Walt (Jesse Eisenberg) 
and the father Bernard (Jeff 
Daniels). This succinctly draws the 
lines of loyalty for the story of 
divorce and joint custody to follow, 
complicated all the more for Walt 
and Frank by the fact that their par- 
ents seem too self-absorbed to 
make it any easier for them. 
Bernard is a college instructor in 
creative writing, but his career as a 
writer is fading fast. He was once a 
well-regarded experimental novel- 
ist, but now is getting rejected’by 
publishers. This has done little to 
diminish his self-regard, and Jeff 
Daniels brilliantly portrays his self- 
pitying drive to monopolize the 
attention of everyone around him, 
including that of his own children. 


Part of his problem is that he’s no 
longer the undisputed intellectual 
champion in the family. His sense 
of superiority is being challenged 
now that Joan is about to get her 
own novel published and excerpt- 
ed in the New Yorker. She seems at 
least to care about what the separa- 
tion and joint custody will do to 
Frank and Walt, whereas Bernard 
just wants to keep their attention 
and loyalty. Yet she comes in for 
more accusation (or perhaps is not 
so self-regarding that she can let it 
slide off her)—especially when it 
starts to become clear that she had 
already been giving up on the mar- 
riage for a while. 

The movie is quite succinct, and 
packs in a lot of telling details 
about everyone’s behaviour, so one 
almost doesn’t notice that the plot 
is actually quite thin: the parents 
separate and Bernard gets a house 
not far away, with Walt and Frank 
to split their weeks between him 
and Joan, and little more happens 
beyond the first effects of the new 
situation. Instead, there is just a 
strong sense of too much happen- 


ing too quickly for the children to 
absorb it all. 

Director Noah Baumbach (who 
co-wrote The Life Aquatic with Steve 
Zissou, another story about charm- 
ing and bad parents) grew up in 
Brooklyn in the ‘80s as the child of 
two writers, so one can assume that 
he’s drawing on his own experi- 
ences. But what makes this movie 
more than just an extended com- 
plaint at how badly parents can 
behave is that it’s really more about 
how Walt needs to unlearn the bad 
habits that his parents have 
instilled in him (fortunately along 
with the resources to recognize 
them). He slowly starts to see that 
his father is not so good a role 
model, and seems to be struggling to 
find a way forward, whereas 
Bernard’s narcissism is just as 
immoveable as ever at the end (and 
maybe Joan’s too, though she’s 
much less vividly drawn). Unlike 
the squid and the whale locked in 
unchanging combat in the diorama 
at the natural history museum, Walt 
still has a chance to grow.

It tells its story from inside its characters, rounding out the human 
drama of their lives, and unforgettably touching the heart.” 
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WHEN SUPERHEROES RUSH TO THE 
rescue across the silver screen, it’s 
easy enough to reconcile upholding 
the laws of man with defying the 
laws of physics. But there are ques- 
tions that strain the credulity of all 
but the most dedicated of fanboys. 
Paramount among these: What sort 
of pandemic visual affliction pre- 
vents absolutely everyone from rec- 
ognizing the stately Wayne chin 
under Batman’s cowl? 

The answer to this question 
stretches back many years, before 
Batman had even begun to begin. It 


Chin up, Zorro 
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rests with another foppish playboy 
with a penchant for incognito der- 
ring-do, Don Diego de la Vega, bet- 
ter known to friend and foe alike as 
Zorro. Few could fail to make the 
comparison. Indeed, Bob Kane, Bat- 
man’s creator, has been extremely 
open about his character’s origins 
in the Vega hacienda. 

The two haven't always shared 
their taste in facial apparel, howev- 
er. In his first appearance, in John- 
ston McCulley’s 1919 serialized 
novel The Curse of the Capistrano, 
Sefior Zorro actually wears a fairly 
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sensible full-face mask, one that 
balances the minor inconvenience 
of having to roll up the bottom to 
plant a kiss on a hot-blooded chica 
with the decided advantage of 
actually concealing his identity. 

For the wispy babushka with 
eyeholes that has become almost as 
well known as his poorly concealed 
alter-ego, we can lay the blame on 
the sturdy shoulders of the original 
cinematic Zorro, Douglas Fair- 
banks Sr., who chose the character 
as the vehicle for his first foray into 
action and adventure. It was a risky 
move for Fairbanks, known until 
that point primarily as a comedic 
actor. Clearly, it wouldn't do his 
prospects much good to spend half 
the picture with his face hidden 
from the camera, especially when 
he, like some former-day Jackie 
Chan, insisted on doing all his own 
stunts. 

The gamble paid off for Fair- 
banks, and he cemented his status 
as the original matinee adventure 
icon. However, his choice of attire 
as the definitive Zorro would have 
even farther-reaching effects. The 
full mask made sporadic appear- 
ances in a few subsequent adven- 
tures, but as the golden age of 
superheroes began in the 1930s 
and 1940s, film producers opted 
for the option that emphasized the 
photogenic men behind the mask. 

Characters like the Green Hornet 
saw their masks shrink over subse- 
quent cinematic adventures, while 
new comic book creations, whether 
inspired by their predecessors or 
shrewdly planning a leap to the 
big screen, came out of the womb 
with chins proudly bared. Soon, 
ridiculously ineffective became the 
de rigueur style of disguise in Hol- 
lywood, and was accepted part 
and parcel with the superhero 
mythos. 

Zorro can’t claim to be the origi- 
nal dual identity crimefighter (at 
least not in the company of con- 
temporaries like Dr. Syn, alias The 
Scarecrow), nor even his by-day 
status as a foppish dandy (the Scar- 
let Pimpernel, for instance, has him 
beat by a decade). Today most peo- 
ple don’t think to blame Zorro for 
anything beyond the syndicated 
monstrosity Queen of Swords. But 
millions of short-sighted villains 
and myopic love interests owe 
their affliction to Mr. Fairbanks 
and the desire to showcase his 
immaculate pencil mustache.

Dismal movie lumbers out of

I'VE NEVER PLAYED DOOM. I'VE HEARD 
that it’s extremely beloved and car- 
nage drenched, but that’s about it. 

I wasn’t sure whether I could do 
its big screen transition justice, but 
then I realized that going in blank 
could be a pro and nota con. After 
all, l enjoyed Mortal Kombat in 1997, 
and I hadn’t played that game either. 
I enjoyed that film’s fleshed-out 
characters and truly pressing save- 
mankind situations. 

But Doom writers David Callaham 
and Wesley Strick, with an assist 
from director Andrzej Bartowiak, 
refuse to think outside the Xbox 
about dialogue and character devel- 
opment. It’s a shame: so much could 
have been done with source material 
involving the mapping of the final 
ten per cent of the human genome. 
Instead we get B-movie brother-sis- 
ter hokum from lead actors Karl 
Urban and Rosamund Pike, and a 
steady stream of robotic declarative 
sentences from The Rock, playing a 


It’s up to Sarge (The Rock), and 
his Nevada-based Rapid Response 
Tactical Squad marines to contain 
the damage and collect the research 
data discs. They also have to seal off 
the Ark, a sort of intergalactic sub- 
way between the planets. They are a 
frustratingly clichéd boo-yah bunch: 
a womanizer, a tough-as-nails 
enforcer, a quiet but intense spiritu- 
alist, even a kid on his first mission 
simply called The Kid. As captain, 
Sarge chooses John Grimm (Urban) 
aka Reaper, even though Grimm lost 
his archeologist parents in a tragic 
dig as a boy. His estranged sister 
Samantha (Pike) is still on Olduvai 
carrying on their parents’ work. 

Doom is haunted by its many sins, 
the most central of which is punting 
The Rock, charismatic star Scorpion 
King and Walking Tall, to the back- 
ground to spout monosyllabic junk 
like “Fall in,” “On me!” and “Game 
time”... particularly after putting 
him front and center in the trailer. 
Instead we get the sight of the rela- 
tively bland Urban fielding “She's 
your sister?” enquiries and Pike 
delivering absurd disaster-movie 
fluff about contagions and chromo- 
somes.

sergeant leading a team of similarly 
bland soldiers. 

It's awash in blood and funky 
camera angles that may be nirvana 
for gamers. But for action fans unfa- 
miliar with the video title, the result 
is a lifeless mess. 

In the year 2046, the final ten per 
cent of the human genome, our 
genetic blueprint, has been discov- 
ered at the Olduvai research station 
on Mars. But something has gone 
wrong, horribly wrong with genetic 
experiments headed by Dr. Carmack 
(Robert Russell) and hell has broken 
loose.

JULIAN FELLOWES’ SHOWBIZ CAREER 
began in the trenches of British televi- 
sion, acting in dramatic miniseries as 
well as in adaptations of classic novels 
like Jane Eyre and Little Lord Fauntleroy, 
but it’s as a writer that he has received 
the most recognition.

hand, are excellent. Tom Wilkinson 
plays James Manning, a lawyer mar- 
ried to the sweet and somewhat girl- 
ish Anne (Emily Watson).

As the details of the crime surface, 
Manning’s personal stakes begin to 
rise: it turns out that Anne was in the 
car with Bill. 

They plot to lie about Anne's 
involvement, and as new truths pull 
James into a pact of secrecy with his 
wife—and her lover. The deeper he 
commits to hiding her crime, the fur- 
ther he drifts away from his moral 
ideals, and the more impossible it 
seems to preserve their relationship. 

You're left wondering what the 
point it is. Is it that upper middle class 
professionals simply do not think of 
themselves as criminals, even when 
they have committed a crime? That's 
a valid point: we've certainly seen 
enough celebrity court cases in our 
lifetimes to understand that money 
makes it possible to hire a good 
lawyer, which has become just as 
important as actually being innocent. 
It’s no coincidence that James Man- 
ning works as a highly-paid corporate 
lawyer, whose job is to make the law 
work in the favour of the rich and 
powerful. Or is the point that an oth- 
erwise normal marriage is eroded by 
secrecy, lack of communication, and 
boredom? You can find that ubiqui- 
tous issue on any Dr. Phil show. 

And Separate Lies just doesn’t knit 
the two trains of thought together, so 
it seems to kind of trail off when it 
could’ve really made us care. It’s such 
a waste, too, considering how good 
Wilkinson, Watson and Everett are. 

The movie doesn’t even look right, 
or rather sound right. The dialogue 
doesn’t synch with the picture, and 
that’s distracting with an already 
flawed story.

Borotsik and Talbot say that the 
story of Billy Wuthergloom’ sand 
his best friend Hershkill Fishmash- 
er’s journey through puberty is the 
hook that will allow the audience 
into the play’s real examination.

“Hag,” she says, “is a collage, a 
bunch of different scenes centering 
around the hag. We took deserip- 
tions from history—like the witch 
hunt—and brainstormed about 
what was so fearful about older 
women as applies to history and 
modern days.” 


WE'RE ALL SLAVES NOW 

At one point, the hag was a wise 
woman, honoured for her wisdom 
by her village or tribe. She was the 
repository of the culture, the woman 
who was intimately connected with 
both life and death. “We really tried 
to get down to what it was that 
scares people in a non-spooky way. 
We talked a lot about death rituals. 
We think woman are not afraid of 
death, age, or wisdom. It’s a word 
that was turned around by the 
Church to lessen women’s power. 
The hag had knowledge and was a 
leader so her wisdom was turned 
into something else.” 

That, says Rasmussen is why we 
get “naggy old women. They have

A HALLOWEEN TRADITION FOR EIGHT 
years, the Urban Tales Cabaret (Oct 28 
& 29, 8 pm, The Third Space (11516 — 
103 St)) is back with a new twist. Since 
its foundation by former Northern Light 
Theatre artistic director Sandhano 
Schultze, Urban Tales has sent a few 
chilly fingers of fear up the necks of its 
audiences while launching some memo- 
rable ideas into artistic fruition—not 
least Marty Chan’s The Bone House. 

This year, Trevor Schmidt decided to 
connect the traditionally loose evening 
into an artistic whole.

“| COULD HAVE BEEN SO MANY 
things,” says acclaimed dance 
maker, Marie Chouinard. 

“T could have been a filmmaker, 
a sculptor, a painter—but I prefer 
to work with the body. It’s really 
by accident that I’m a choreogra- 
pher,” 

What she calls an accident, the 
dance world hails as a blessing. 

Clearly drawn to the aesthetic of 
the unusual, driven by a nearly 
obsessive search to uncover the 
mystery of the human experience, 
Chouinard has built up an excep- 
tional career, first as a solo artist in 
the late ‘70s through the ‘80s, then 
as artistic director of her Compag- 
nie Marie Chouinard; creating 
more than 50 astonishing works 
since its founding in 1990. 

While the multi-talented artist 
might be able to imagine herself 
happy in some other artistic pur- 
suit, she admits its dance she’s 
most thrilled to create. 

“It wasn’t always the case, but 
right now, dance—working with 
the body; it is the most avant-garde 
art form. It’s the wildest,” says 
Chouinard. 

Her Montreal-based company 
hits the Arden for first stop on the 
Canadian leg of its extensive inter- 
national tour, performing 
Chouinard’s newest production, 
bODY_rEMIX/gOLDBERG_vARIA- 
TIONS. Having premiered at the 
prestigious Venice Biennale Inter- 
national Festival of Contemporary 
Dance in June to exceptional audi- 
ence and critical acclaim, the piece 
confirms Chouinard’s inclination 
to daringly explore new artistic 
performance and innovative con- 
ceptual creation through the body. 

The first work Chouinard’s cre- 
ated with pointe shoes, 
bODY_rEMIX/gOLDBERG_vARI- 
ATIONS features ten extraordinary 
dancers—including Edmonton- 
trained James Viveiros—on pointe 
but also using rope, crutches, 
slings, prostheses, horizontal bars, 
and harnesses to liberate and 
restrain their movement 


As the title suggests, the 
dancers’ bodies are “remixed” to 
the gradual crescendo of a modern 
remix of Glenn Gould’s arrange- 
ment of Johann Sebastian Bach’s 
Goldberg Variations. 

“T wanted to use Bach’s music 
and | had the idea of using pointes, 
props and crutches. I was thinking 
about the barre dancers use every 
day in their training and thinking 
about treating it on the same level 
as a cane. That’s what it really is! 
You've got these highly developed 
movers who use a cane everyday 
to help develop their range of 
motion,” explains Chouinard of 
the two ideas that she used as the 
catalyst for HODY_rEMIX/gOLD- 
BERG_vARIATIONS 

It was only after working in the 
studio for quite some time, that she 
later realized the two ideas were of 
the same field. 

“Bach was interested in math 
and geometry. He started with an 
aria, a song, and came up with 32 
ways to sing it. 1 was working with 
the body in the same way with the 
props, to see how each would 


change the math or geometry of 
the movement,” explains 
Chouinard of her process 

Like Bach, she started from the 
practical, looking for geometric 
and mathematical solutions, but 
with each prop she added, as with 
each of Bach’s variations, what she 
found was a change of mind, a 
new landscape, another emotion 
The use of accessories gave rise to 
uncommon bodily shapes, dynam- 
ic forms and gestures, revealing 
unexpected emotional expressions. 

“So many different aspects of the 
human condition; optimism, mis- 
ery, playfulness, joy, laughing. So 
much material, I was able to create 
the longest piece I’ve ever done 
The scope is immense,” says 
Chouinard. 

“As a whole, I feel the piece 
speaks to freedom and potential in 
the human condition. We are 
always having to learn, to process 
and come up with solutions. These 
solutions often create new prob- 
lems. It’s a never-ending story of 
searching for solutions.”

THE WEEKEND BEFORE HALLOWEEN 
promises to be even more shocking 
and surreal than usual, as a group of 
German theatre students and profes- 
sors arrive in Edmonton to perform 
one of German’s most famous Dada 
works, 

True to its surreal underpinnings, 
this production of Kurt Schwitters’ 
Ursonate—a seminal Dada sound 
(nonsense) poem—is going to bea 
humourous, fast-paced reinterpreta- 
tion of the text with a Bavarian twist, 
set in a beer festival complete with 
lederhosen and lager, says the U of 
A’s Dr. Piet Defraeye, one of the the- 
atre company’s hosts. 

“There are no worries about a 
Canadian audience having to under- 
stand the text, given that it is sound 
poetry and doesn’t make any more 
sense when heard by a German 
speaker,” he says. 

Dada was an international move- 
ment that arose after World War I, 
originating in Ziirich with the poetry 
of the Romanian Tristan Tzara. Dada 
questioned conventional standards of 
aesthetics and behaviour by stressing 
absurdity and unpredictability in 
artistic creation. Leading Dadaists 
included George Grosz, André Bre- 
ton, Marcel Duchamp, and Schwitters 
(known for both his surreal sound 
poetry and his visual art collage 
work). Dada principles also become 
the basis of the surrealist movement. 

An associate professor in Drama 


with a professional interest in dra- 
maturgy, Defraeye was a key player 
in bringing the Munich-based theatre 
group (10 students and two profes- 
sors) to Edmonton as part of an excit- 
ing new signed exchange protocol 
between Munich’s Ludwig Mazimil- 
ians University and the University of 
Alberta. Guests of the week-long cul- 
tural exchange are being hosted by 
the U of A’s Department of Drama 
and the Department of Modern Lan- 
guages & Cultural Studies, with assis- 
tance from Edmonton’s German com- 
munity. 

Prior to visiting Canada, this pro-

formed with a knowing ironic twist, 
Kazubko says the decision to produce 
the show witha kitschy Bavarian 
theme had everything to do with the 
universalist goals of the company. 

“The Bavarian theme is a joke for 
us, but because it is so famous all over 
the world, the cliché becomes a uni- 
versal trope and helps us underline 
thatthe emotions we're presenting are 
also things felt by all humans,” she 
says, 

Kazubko says that Dada isn’t all 
that well remembered in Germany, 
but that this amnesia gives her and 
her students all that much more free- 
dom to embrace the form in a know- 
ing postmodern fashion.

“BLACK DOT IS DEAD,”—THE POSTER 
seems to celebrate the demise of the 
company rather than lament the 
morbidity, but once you speak to 
either Liv Lunde or Eli Klein it 
makes perfect sense that these 
punk kids turned scene-savvy 
adults would choose to kill, rather 
than simply end, their brainchild 
company of seven years. 

Uh, what is Black Dot, you may 
be asking, and why would some- 
one kill something they'd raised 
for seven years? Just because it’s 
Halloween? 

Let's look at the facts to deter- 
mine motive: Black Dot is a ubiq- 
uitous local promotional/ produc- 
tion company, founded and oper- 
ated by Lunde and Klein way 
back in “98, when they were just 
15 and 17, respectively. Their pur- 
pose was to fill an empty niche in 
the burgeoning indie music 
scene—that of the need for all 
ages shows—and by doing so they 
greatly helped out the little peo- 
ple: both those in numerous new 
bands just trying to get a gig, and 
the kids too young to get into the 
bar but that would become said 
bands’ audiences for years to 
come. 

Hmm, sounds like a pretty 
good thing they had going, you’re 
thinking, why kill something with 
such potential? Looks like we're 
going to have to investigate the 
details of the death of Black Dot a 
little further. 
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THE PREMEDITATIVE PHASE 
“We were hearing frustrations 
from a lot of our friends and people 

in the scene that there weren't 
enough all ages shows,” Klein 
explains of that fateful ‘98 summer, 
“or you know, that there weren't... 
ANY. We just decided it was time 
to maybe do something about 
that.”

“T just had a crazy passion for 
music,” Lunde describes, “and it 
totally pissed me off that I loved 
something so much and always 
had to sneak into shows. When Eli 
and I became better friends he just 
suggested ‘Let's do it ourselves, 
let's make it happen.’” 

Wasn't it kind of difficult 
though? They were just two snotty 
little high schoo! punk kids, after 
all, and probably self righteous as 
all he!l. What made them think they 
could join the professional world? 
Were they insane or just idealists? 

“It was SO HARD starting,” 


Lunde emphasizes, “so hard. I was 
16, and | was a girl. Nobody would 
take me seriously. It was so incredi- 
bly frustrating for me, and Eli 
would get all this recognition— 
people would be like ‘Eli, you did a 
great job, blah blah blah...’ and I 
would be standing beside him like, 
‘Are you kidding me?’” 

Klein cites different frustrations 
as his early battles: “Well, we lost 
like 600 bux or something on our 
first show,” he laughs, “so.... it was 
a little uninspiring, to have that 
happen, but also, kids came out.” 
The incredibly hardworking coupla 
kids didn’t give up, working their 
butts off until Black Dot started to 
gain momentum and the two grew 
into their oversized ambition. 


A CRIME OF PASSION? 

“We sometimes still joke about 
this,” Klein details. “I think it was 
May/June of 2000, and we had 
something stupid like 11 shows in 
20 days... but we never made any 
money,” he laughs. “We were busy 
but the only money we ever made 
just went right back into more 
shows.” 

“There are shows we did that are 
important to me now,” Lunde 
breaks it down, “like The Last Deal. 
We did one of their first shows and 
I was just completely blown away 
by them,” she pauses reflexively. 
“Now, being able to work with 
them again, years and years later 
and ona completely different level, 
that early show has become so 
important to me, having that mutu- 
al respect for each other.” 


POSTMORTEM 
“We're not 17 and 15 anymore,” 
Klein muses, “and I now see the

value in all live music experiences, 
you know, bars, shows otherwise— 
it's unfortunate that kids are denied 
entry into shows based on liquor 
laws but... the music industry is an 
industry. 

“Lwork for the Union;and peo- 
ple think Black Dot is being 
absorbed by the Union and it’s not. 
Liv and I are putting this away, 
without regret, without anger, we 
just know that we're adults now 
and it’s time to start a new chapter.” 

Klein goes on to tell of his new 
projects: “I have a new radio show 
on Saturdays, starting a new club 
night at Savoy and I’m going to 
keep doing shows, both indepen- 
dently and with the Union as talent 
buyer,” he says with a chuckle, 

“actually I think that’s a very 
appropriate title because it doesn’t 
disguise the capitalism behind it 
all... which is kind of something 
that I’m having to adjust to.” Right. 
From anti-authority teen punk to 
growing up asa “capitalist?” Klein 
breaks in, “yeah it feels ironic at 
best. But art and culture is of huge 
value to society as a whole, and 
within that there has to be organiz- 
ers.” 

“When I was 16 or 15 all ! wanted 
was to see bands,” Lunde explains. 
“All of that is still exciting, but it 
costs me $5000 a year to go to 
school. So I had to reprioritize 
things, and invest in school instead 
of investing in renting a hall. I'm 
getting my Sociology degree and 
trying to pay rent; it’s really hard 
for me to back a show, if it loses 
money, I don’t have the bank 
account to pay for that anymore. 
There are more sort of ‘adult things’ 
that I want to deal with. 

“So we're shutting down because 
we want to,” Lunde concludes. 
“We, as the two owners, just decid- 
ed_it’s time. It’s nice to see that the 
work we did had an impact and the 
scene is still going to go on: We're 
cool stepping aside—‘Go nuts kids! 
It’s yours, have fun with it, and 
treat it well. Take care of it.”

musical project. For Matt Verta-Ray, 
one half of the rockabilly outfit 

Heavy Trash, the trick was finding a 
band to live up to the moniker. 

“My father came up with it in the 
1970s,” says Verta-Ray. “The first 
Tuesday of every month was heavy 
trash day, where you put out the big 
stuff—sofas and refrigerators and 
stuff—and he said, ‘You should name 
your band Heavy Trash.’ Then finally 
there was a band worthy of the name 
30 years later.” 

The days of kicking your oversized 
garbage to the curb may be gone, but 
the weight and age of hulking sofas 
and yawning refrigerators recall a 
time when the world was less com- 
plicated, music was more honestzand 
people reveled in the simpler things 
in life. In that respect, Heavy Trash is 
a perfect fit for Verta-Ray and his 
iconic friend and musical partner Jon 
Spencer, as their indulgence in vin- 
tage rockabilly does exactly the same 
thing. 


GETTING TRASHED 

According to both members of 
Heavy Trash, the idea of working 
together had been a long time com- 
ing. Spencer first made a name for 
himself as the frontman for the now 
legendary avant-noise merchants 
Pussy Galore. When that project dis- 
solved in 1990, he found even greater

success as the swaggering mouth- 
piece of the Jon Spencer Blues Explo- 
sion. In that band’s 15-year history, 
Spencer has worked with such leg- 
endary bluesmen as R.L. Burnside 
and Andre Williams, so clearly, 
despite his frontman status, he’s no 
stranger to collaboration. 

Similarly, Verta-Ray is best known 
for his work with rockers Speedball 
Baby, although in the indie-rock hey- 
day of the early ‘90s he was bass 
player for Madder Rose. More recent-

ly, Verta-Ray has been honing his 
recording skills in the studio, produc- 
ing, among others, Andre Williams. 
With similar taste in music, a long 
friendship, and access to a laid-back 
studio environment, a musical union 
between Spencer and Verta-Ray was 
inevitable. 

“We always had backstage jams 
and figured out that we were both

obviously interested in roots music— 
the blues and James Brown aspect of 
it being the more obvious stuff in 
common,” says Verta-Ray. “Then I 
found out that Jon dug rockabilly, 
which I have always been | heavily 
involved in. For years now we have 
been talking about making some sort 
of rockabilly record together. Now 
finally there was a little bit of down- 
time and we started writing songs 
together and it completely gelled.” 

Verta-Ray describes the process as 
the New York City version of back- 
porch songwriting. Getting together a 
couple of times a week during the 
summer, the two would swap old 
songs, drink and hang out. It may 
have made for some dank basement 
jam sessions, but it grew into some- 
thing organic all on its own. 

“Tnitially, the idea was a rockabilly 

project, and I very much wanted 
from the start to keep it in that vein,” 
says Spencer. “Super stripped- 
down—just acoustic guitar, electric 
guitar, and bass. I really didn’t even 
want drums. As we went along, 
things kind of sneaked in.” 


ROCKABILLY ROUNDUP 

With slap-back echo on Spencer's 
vocals and guitars that are dripping 
with vibrato, the resulting self-titled 
album has many visible rockabilly 
signposts. But even as the leadoff 
track lopes along at an equine trot, it 
doesn’ ‘take long for the bouncy riffs 
to give way to'a messy fuzzed-out 
guitar mini-solo. The rest of the 
album mirrors this aesthetic—the 
idea of classic rockabilly being fil- 
tered two men who really 
like to rock. 

Fleshing the two-piece sound out 






with lap steel, Wurlitzer piano, back 
ing and an array of percus 
sion, Spencer and 


Ocal 
Verta-Ray 
approached the album on a song-by- 


song basis. Old demo tapes were ref- 
erencec, guitar parts were laid | 
down, Spencer would wail, Verta | 
Ray would man the boards, and 
vhenever a new element was need- 


d, they would call on their friends. 
The result is a two-piece outfit | 
backed by 20 guest performers that | 
offer note-pertect accents while still / 
maintaining a sparse feel. This is . 
sketchy territory for any rockabilly 
banc, since fans of the genre are 

often loyal to fanatical degrees. It’s 
not just in the hybridized realm of | 
punkabilly that traditionalists turn ~ | 
up their noses at the new sound 
Anytime a band employs a drum 

mer rather than just letting the slap 

of the bass strings on the fretboard 
keep the beat, purists see it as a step 
away from the classic sound | 

“Even though there are drums on | 
the record they are pretty low,’ 
Spencer. “It’s not a drum-heavy 
record, but it is still a terribly rhyth- | 
mic record and that is, in my mind 
in the spirit of rockabilly. I think not 
all the songs are traditional rockabil- 
ly songs, so whatever the song called | 
for, we would add it and that is 
where the guests came in.” 

Spencer called it spontaneous | 
combustion. Channeling the spirit of 
Charlie Feathers and the classic Sun 
Records catalogue, Heavy Trash dig | 
up the roots of rock ‘n’ roll, R & B 
and vintage country and filter it 
through Verta-Ray’s warm analogue 
control room. If Spencer was heating | 
up through the friction of collabora 
tion, Verta-Ray matched it with the 
warmth of electrical tubes and two 
inch tape. Not a fan of digital record- 
ing or the Pro Tools revolution, 
Verta-Ray’s secret weapon is a vin- 
tage tape recorder that he used to 
make the final mixes for the album. 

“It’s the most beautiful thing,” 
says Verta-Ray. “It looks like there is 
a coal fire on the inside, and it glows 
orange and it gets hot. It crunches up 
the music so great... Itjust melts into 
this great rock ‘n’ roll thing.” 

It’s an aesthetic that both mem- 
bers of Heavy Trash share, which 
explains why Spencer and Verta- 
Ray relish music that is steeped in | 
nostalgia. “I’m just a fan of the older 
styles, especially the older produc- 
tion values,” says Spencer. “I don’t 
think I’m alone. Even when you got 
these modern-day records with com- 
puters and tons of money, it could 
even be a rap record or something, 
they will be sampling an old soul 
record.” 

Verta-Ray admits that the album 
isn’t airtight, but given that the band 


says | 





has been making the most of spare- 
time happy accidents since the 
beginning, there is no reason it 
should be. As both members of 
Heavy Trash learned while working 
with Andre Williams, you can’t sac- 
rifice energy for sonic perfection. In 
the end, Spencer and Verta-Ray are 





re-creating a less ambitious musical 
time—an era before bands were try- 
ing to blow each other off the radio 
with overproduced crap. You can 
call Heavy Trash a supergroup or a 
side project, but in the end it’s just 
two guys who are tuned into the 
same

“THEY'VE BEEN AROUND LONGER 
than us, but we're better than they 
are,” vaunts Tangiers’ Josh Reich- 
mann as he speaks of his old pals, 
The Deadly Snakes. “Yeah, print 
that!” 

“A real man wouldn't say that, 
would he?” the Snakes’ Max “Age 
of” Danger later retorts rather coldly. 

Oh, snap! Now, the gloves are 
coming off... 

“But they definitely inspired us to 
do what we do,” admits Reichmann, 
jumping on his own grenade. “T 
hope they like some of our songs.” 

Okay, there's no real rivalry 
between Tangiers and The Deadly 
Snakes. Both Toronto-based bands 
are comprised of childhood friends 
and probably enjoy each other's 
company more than any other tour- 
ing pairs (they've have traded mem- 
bers in the past). 

Currently on a cross-Canada 
jaunt, both Tangiers and the Snakes 
have recently released albums con- 
sidered by some to be departures 
from their previous respective 
sounds—but they really aren’t. 

Tangiers’ genre-blending roman- 
tic rock ‘n’ roll still finds its inspira- 
tion in classic, riffy guitar melodies 
and incorporates some modern 
twists that gives their music a dis- 
tinct touch of New York (where their 
latest, The Family Myth, was partially 
recorded). The Family Myth—like a 
lot of albums coming out of TO’s 
concrete maze—is really a reflection 
of the life they lead in their home- 
town. 

“People in Toronto hate Toronto, 
but they kinda love Toronto, too. 
You have to because you're here,” 
says Reichmann. “Of course, the 
record talks about relationships, 
love, broken hearts, and all that shit 
that everyone talks about, but I think 
there definitely is a cultural conver- 
sation going on with a lot of Toronto 
bands. It hasn’t been exploited the 
same way; we haven't had people 
tell us what we are. So it’s trying to 
figure out how to define ourselves.” 

The Deadly Snakes’ Porcella is a 
stunner of a record—a darned-beau- 
tiful masterpiece almost impossible 
to describe. Diving from a straight- _ 
ahead ‘70s rocker (“Sissy Blues”) 
right into a baroque basement pipe- 
banger (“Work”) or a tweaked-out 
Christmas-ey toy-piano melody 





(“High Prices Going Down”), and 
resurfacing through a British Inva- 
sion-inspired number (“Oh Lord, 
My Heart”) and a gospel-tinged 
Americana piece (“I Heard A 
Voice”), on Porcella the Snakes never 
go wrong with the cutthroat chances 
they take—reaching moments of 
grandeur on par with The Velvet 
Underground & Nico, The White 
Album, and Pet Sounds. 

“What's good about Pet Sounds— 
the reason that it lasts—is that it’s

just a pop record,” explains Danger, 
flattered by the thought. “There's 
weird stuff on it but, in the end, the 
melodies are what matters. 

“It’s strange if it comes off as our 
weirdest record, because I think it’s 
our most palatable record—some- 
thing that sounds pretty but is still 
not overdone. I didn’t want to make 
it for one specific crowd, I didn’t 
want it to be any kind of statement, I 
just wanted it to be a record that I 
would like.” as 

Danger admits recording Porcella 
was an arduous fask, with the band 
trying to get away from the trap- 
pings of the pre-requisite garage 
rock tag that comes with being on 
Detroit label In The Red. 

The album is The Deadly Snakes’ 
first Canadian release in almost 10 
years; having recently struck a distri- 
bution deal with Paperbag Records 
lead them to their first concert 
appearance in Edmonton. . 

Danger apologizes profusely for 
the wait. “hope that all this time in 
the cocoon has made for a good 
show.” - :

Fate, and bassist Bob Vennum all 
sound groggy and unfed on the con- 
ference call set up that early Saturday 
morning, the three-out-of-four Bell- 
Rays are still as sharp and incisive as 
their music—going so far as daring to 
give mea few music journalism 
lessons. 

“How would you describe the Vel- 
vet Underground?” asks Vennum. 
“Imagine the trouble you would've 
had in 1967 trying to describe it. This 
is where we're at.” 

“Descriptions are fine, they’re a 
good arrow pointing towards a direc- 
tion, but the problem is that every- 
body is trying to say, ‘Well, it sounds 
like this plus this, or this without 
that,” adds Fate. “There's a whole 
lexicon of language to use. There are 
all kinds of adjectives and adverbs to 
describe something. It shouldn’t just 
be the quickest, most easy way. If 
you're going to write about some- 
thing and describe it, you should actu- 
ally use more than established things 
to compare it to—because, more often 
than not, it’s just not going to work. 
Do you really want to read one more 
review that says, This band sounds 
like Iron Maiden meets June Carter 
Cash while having whiskey over at 
The Sonics’ house?’ No, you don’t. It’s 
the future now. It’s time to raise the 
bar.”

NAME-DROPPING 
IN THE FREE WORLD 
Many have tried to accurately 
describe Los Angeles’ The BellRays, 
often falling into the trap of using

The band is obviously weary of the 
constant fight to find the right way to 
be portrayed by the music press, but 
they certainly don’t make it easy. 

“I wouldn't describe it,” says 
Kekaula. “I'd say you need to come 
out and listen to it, and you need to 
open your mind and determine 
whether or not you like what you 
hear. If it moves you, it’s what it’s 
supposed to be.” 

Still, the best way to do it right is 
probably to use the band’s own 
“Maximum Rock ‘N’ Soul” tagline as 
a starting

water mark of rock's current genera- 
tion: demanding, furiously electric, 
and dangerously subversive in the 
way they connect with their audi- 
ence.

“IT see commercials where they use 
the Ramones and the Stooges,” snaps 
Fate. “Are people running around 
complaining about the Ramones or 
the Stooges selling out?

Admittedly having problems 
reaching wider audiences due to 
poor distribution, The BellRays 
recently dropped their label, Alterna- 
tive Tentacles, to sign with the Glen- 
dale-based Cheap Lullaby, and a new 
album should come to light early 
next year. 

By any means necessary, The Bell- 
Rays will keep doing all they can to 
keep capturing the hearts and minds 
of new followers who will join their 
mission. 

‘I want people to understand that 
we do it for them,” says a hopeful 
Kekauna. “We're not one of those 
bands that just puts out records. We 
are absolutely connected to an audi- 
ence. What we do when we go out 
into a public forum [is] we're looking 
for interaction with those people. I 
want people to understand that line of 
communication—that conversation.” 

“1 want them to think there’s some- 
thing better in the world—not better 
than The BellRays—! want them to 
look beyond where theyre at and 
look higher,” adds Fate. “To realize 
there’s more to connect with out 
there. I'm not trying to be real meta- 
physical, but that’s the way I see it.”

Counted down-and-out by critics, Led Zeppelin 
triumphs with the thunder of Physical Graffiti

ALBUM 20 (OUT OF 100) 
LED ZEPPELIN RELEASED THEIR SIXTH 
album at the beginning of 1975, 
delayed by little over a year. It was 
intended to mend the band’s reputa- 
tion after the mediocre Houses of 








The answer was found, indirectly, 
in India and the Himalayas—parts of 
the world that none of the band mem- 
bers had ever visited, but that sud- 
denly inspired the two corner stones 
of the album: “In the Light,” which 





the Holy, but it was held up 
because Led Zeppelin had prob- 
lems getting their own label, Swan 
Song, up and running. (More or 
less the same kind of problems 
that the band’s members had with 
their private lives after a wild tour 
too many.) That, along with the 
rumour mill claiming that seven of 
the double album's tracks were re- 
recorded leftovers, and it’s easy to 
see why both fans and detractors 
had begun to consider the band a 
spent force. 

At which point they were 
served Physical Graffiti, one of the 
hardest, most explosive, and 
unapologetic rock albums to be 
recorded. Led Zeppelin found the 
time to sign their name onto several 
brilliant albums, ially classics 
like their third and fourth, but no col- 
lection of Zeppelin recordings is as 
versatile, heavy, and influential as the 
15 tracks which constitute Physical 
Graffiti. 


BUNDLED IN “KASHMIR” 

The band’s mastermind, Jimmy 
Page, had long desired to record a 
double album, but previously there 
had never been enough material. This 
time, Page decided to rummage 
through Zeppelin’s entire back cata- 
logue for unused out-takes from pre- 
vious recording sessions. When he 
finished, the band had eight interest- 
ing tracks to work with, but a com- 
mon thread was still missing, some- 
thing that would bind the disparate 
parts together and steer Led Zeppelin 
out of the dead-end alley they'd 
explored on their first four albums. 








opens the second disc, and, of course, 
“Kashmir,” the piece that explains 
why Led Zeppelin remains the one 
truly necessary heavy-metal band 

Initially named “Driving to Kash- 
mir,” it was inspired by a drive 
through Morocco and based ona 
theme that Page arranged several 
years prior as a pretentious piece for 
electric guitar. Its classic, monstrously- 
inflated sound is the result of other 
members’ contributions; John 
“Bonzo” Bonhams thunderous per- 
cussion, John Paul Jones string 
arrangement and keyboards, and at 
the very top, a layer of Robert Plant’s 
foghorn vocal. 

In more or less ten minutes, all 
other pompous heavy metal and 
symphonic rock is ground to a pow- 
der, and Physical Graffiti is musically 
complete. Add to that the complicat- 
ed sleeve, depicting a Victorian 
brownstone with historical cultural

icons and members of the band in 
drag peeping out the windows, and 
the result is an utter idiot savant mas 
terpiece. One could argue that moc 
em, hard rock originated with this 
album. 


GENERATIONAL GRAFFITI 
Led Zeppelin had the luxury of 
being completely removed from any 
rules. They had no preconceived 
notion of how rock “should” sound 
Instead, they invented an entirely new 
idiom, often colliding contradic 
tory genres in the process: 
Trampled Underfoot” borrows 
| Stevie Wonder’s Clavinet to cre 
te what, a decade later, would 
The 
Wanton Song” lights the fuse 
| that several years later would 
| inflame the fury of Guns ’N 
Roses—a band that copied Zep- 
pelin’s excessive ways of touring 
| to the very last detail. New vari- 
ants of metal—Tool, Candlebox 
Kyuss, Monster Magnet— 
learned their Zeppelin-ABC’s 
from this album 
The band had formed in 1968 
out of the ashes of blues rockers 
The Yardbirds. Jimmy Page 
yearned to discover a new form 
of heavy blues, and when he found 
himself the last lone Yardbird, he 
decided to find musicians who 
weren't versed in blues toa point 
where they didn’t dare to venture 
beyond it. The importance of Physical 
Graffiti lies in how limitless these ven- 
tures were allowed to be, as in “Kash- 
mir” mentioned above, while remain- 
ing true to their bluesey roots, as in 
“Custard Pie’ —which simply nicks 
Bukka White's “Shake “em on 
Down.” Somewhere in this soup of 
ideas, a perfect mix of lyricism, music 
tradition and innovation—a “physical 
graffiti” —occurred.

EVERY CITY NEEDS A PLACE FOR NON-PRO- 
fessional musicians to get together, keep 
their chops up, and socialize; in Edmonton, 
we have the Cosmopolitan Music Society. 
The society, long based on the south side, 
is set up for amateur, adult musicians of 
varying skill levels to participate in band 
and choral programs, both for rehearsal 
and public performance. Originating in the 
early '60s, the group eventually turned into 
one of Canada's best community music 
centres, boasting studios, rehearsal rooms, 
and over 200 members, like French horn 
player Keith Nunas. Nunas joined the soci- 


ety in 1976, not long after returning from a 
two-year stint working in Tokyo. 

“| had played in community band when | 
was a kid,” recalls the city architect, “and 
was thinking that, ‘Gee, wouldn't it be nice 
to get back into that again?’ Then one day | 
was driving past the old Cosmopolitan 
headquarters when | saw a sign soliciting 
new members.” 

Nunas quickly signed on with the begin- 
ners Monday night group, but eventually 
found himself subbing in and playing with 
the advanced Tuesday night crew. His 
sojourn in Tokyo close to 30 years ago 
came in handy last year when a couple of 
new recruits came into the society: Masaki 
and Kaoru Morita, who hail from Osaka 
City. Masaki, a post-doctoral researcher at 
the U of A and trombone player, and 
Kaoru, a percussionist, were welcomed to 


the club by Nunas, who had to dig out his 
knowledge of the language for a last minute 
welcoming speech. 

“| had been telling Harry [Pinchin, trum- 
pet player and longtime Cosmopolitan con- 
ductor] that | could speak the language,” he 
chuckles, “and of course one night Harry 
comes up to me and says, ‘| would like you 
to welcome these two and give them a 
speech in Japanese.’ Not only was it scary 
that it was 10 minutes notice, but | had to 
make good on my bragging about knowing 
the language. Fortunately it came off pretty 
well.” 

Nunas, the Moritas, and the rest of the 
society have a busy schedule ahead of them 
for the holidays, with two seasonal con- 
certs planned in the next few months, both 
at the Winspear Centre. Coming up for 
their next public performance is the annual 
Remembrance Day concert with Senator 
Tommy Banks. “It’s a big deal for us,” 
Nunas notes,” we've been rehearsing and 
putting in a lot of extra time getting every- 


thing going.”

Brain candy 


Damo Suzuki stuns music geeks with a 
unique performance

“1 DON'T SPEAK ANY LANGUAGE,” 
exclaimed Kenji “Damo” Suzuki on 
CJSR’s “You're Soaking In It’ that 
afternoon. 

As he talked softly into the micro- 
phone, the tiny Japanese-born man 
said to have contributed in incom- 
mensurable ways to the develop- 
ment of modern music through his 
work with kraut-rock legends Can in 
the early 1970s, gave off a certain 
sense of serenity, a delicate aura of 
quiet leadership. 

It was hard to believe we were 
standing next to a true underground 
music legend, a man so completely 
dedicated to his craft (yet, strangely 
detached) that it was only natural for 
him to expose himself without any 
hesitation in a strange combination 
of Japanese-infused English slightly 
touched with the characteristic tinges 
of a German accent. 

However, maybe his answer was a 
little craftier than I had originally sus- 
pected. It wouldn't be until Suzuki 
took the stage later that day that it 
would occur to me he might have 
been referring to music as a lan- 
guage—and his music being unlike 
any language sung before. 

The Sidetrack felt stranger than 
usual that evening. The handful of 
people hunched over their tables, 
dimly illuminated by the flicker of 


candlelight, did not know what to 
expect. Perhaps it was the most 
thrilling part of the experience: to be 
completely left in the dark as to what 
would come out of the three sched- 
uled sets Suzuki would be playing 
with a few selected local musicians 
that night. 

Part beatnik spoken-word (his pre- 
Can days as a street poet were 
strongly influenced by Kerouac’s On 
The Road), part scat-singing a la Louis 
Armstrong, Suzuki's ramblings over 
waves of experimental noise came as 
a strange tour de force. Deep in 
trance, convulsively throwing his 
long greying mane about as he 
clutched the microphone, Suzuki 
spoke-sung-screamed-whispered 
incomprehensively to a stunned 
audience that stared with an odd 
mixture of admiration and disbelief. 

Musically, it didn’t make much 
sense until late in the second set 
when drummer Ron DeJong finally 
led the makeshift band into a long- 
awaited rock-out, using his kit to 
give structure to what had been, until 
then, a rather disjointed venture. 
Lane Arndt, Nickelas Johnson, and 
Gavin Dunn gleefully accepted the 
opportunity to constructively use 
their guitars and, for a brief instant, 
true genius emerged. 

Ultimately, it was a one-of-a-kind 
evening for music nerds, albeit one 
that probably left a few cold. It was 
also often beautiful, scary, and emo- 
tionally sung in a language that 
didn’t need be understood, but 
rather experienced in all its tribal, 
groundbreaking glory in a way that 
anyone could somehow understand.

THUS THE CYCLE OF NEIL YOUNG PER- 
sonas is completed, and it’s back to Harvest 
again—slick folk-country wrapped with 
sweet pedal steel, acoustic guitars, and the 
usual suspects (Spooner Oldham, Ben Keith) 
aiding and abetting. Prairie Wind is immediate- 
ly better than 2003's Greendale, but the fact 
is that Young is in full relaxation mode again, 
pumping out odes to home and heart (the 
title track, “When God Made Me”), and 
foot-tapping comfort music for the soul. It’s 
not as unlistenable or as cloying as it poten- 
tially might have turned out—and consider- 
ing his recent brain aneurysm and the death 
of his father, it could have been terribly 
maudlin—but neither is it particularly mem- 
orable. One plus: at least there's no compan- 
ion concept film to have to wade through.

“technically” not a Tupac album, with only 
one track, “Life Through My Eyes,” featuring 
the rapper’s vocals, but The Rose Vol, 2 will 
attract hardcore Tupac fans and appease 
those who wish to further exploit his legacy.

SUPERGROUP AUDIOSLAVE DID WHAT NO 
American rock band has—performing in 
Cuba with the blessing of the Cuban govern- 
ment.

Children Of Possibility 
(4&5) is the first album of the collab- 
oration, and it’s a pressure-free party fea- 
turing the outstanding single “Be Your 
Own” plus keen shufflers like “Unfamiliar 
Places” and “SD2.” 

Skalpel come with revelations in bebop 
and funk straight out of Poland. Konfusion 
(«kk ¥x) avoids the cheesy conventions 
of downtempo, although some may like the 
bonus remix disc better-since the remixes 
by Quantic, Amalgamation Of Soundz, and 
Dr, Rubberfunk provide a more varied 
experience. 

Blockhead's sophomore album is the 
best of the bunch, however. Downtown 
Sounds (kA*&*#xx, Ninja Tune) is his 
homage to the majesty and the muck of his 
native New York, and is intended for all the 
world's metropolises. Without gangsta pos- 
turing or the maniacal shouting and gibber- 
ish that mars most “alt-hop,” his art is in the 
funk and brain-blowing samples.

If you were out at Richie Hawtin last 
week and enjoyed the minimal but phat and 
crazy grooves, then you'll definitely want to 
check out the first album of Hawtin associ- 
ate Matthew Dear under his alias Audion.

Edmonton author Ted Bishop's study of the physical 
and the abstract nets Governor General’s nod 


RIDING WITH RILKE: 
Reflections on Motorcycles and Books, By 
Ted Bishop (Viking Canada), $32 


“RILKE IS A GERMAN POET, AND IT IS 
unlikely Ted actually rode with him, 
‘cause he was dead by 1926, but if 
you're an English professor from 
oot’ west I guess you can imagine 
this sort of stuff...” 

So reads a portion of one of Ted 
Bishop's favourite reviews—pub- 
lished in an online motorcycle mag- 
azine—of his Governor General's 
Award-nominated book, Riding 
with Rilke. (The reviewer doesn’t let 
the fact he hasn’t finished reading 
the book impede his cheerful rec- 
ommendation that others do so.) 

Although the passage causes 
Bishop to chuckle, it actually sheds 
light on one of the major concerns 
dealt with in his book. Of course, 
the title doesn’t mean that Ted was 
riding with Rilke in the flesh; we 
understand that he had Rilke’s writ- 
ing with him as he rode. But the 
reviewer mistook literature for the 
corporality of its creator. 


TALE OF TWO TEDS 

Throughout Riding with Rilke, a 
travelogue of several trips that 
Bishop made by motorcycle across 
North America in order to research 
archival material about Virginia 
Woolf and James Joyce, this same 
tension, the supposed opposition 
between the abstract study of liter- 
ature and the embodied world of 
motorcycles, is teased and twisted. 

Many of the kernels of the book, 
for instance, were originally pub- 
lished either as academic articles 
(such as material on the various 
book-jackets of the first edition of 
Joyce’s Llysses) or as essays intend- 
ed for a motorcycling audience. 
Bishop’s project, he explains, was 
to “write something that combined 


these two identities: the Ted Bish- 
op published in Cycle Canada [a 
motorcycle magazine] and the 
Edward Bishop in Joyce Studies.” 

Moreover, neither of the special- 
ized publications would allow him 
to explore the relationship between 
physicality and reading. Of the 
life-threatening motorcycle acci- 
dent that ultimately spurred Bish- 
op to write the book, he says, “Try- 
ing to read in the hospital with a 
broken back and a broken wrist, 
[allowed him to become] conscious 
of the physicality of writing and 
reading.” Indeed, in the epilogue 
of Riding with Rilke, where Bishop 
details his recovery, he indicates 
that the mark of a good book is, 
before any concerns of content, 
whether the margins are wide 
enough for him to splay the pages 
open one-handedly. “It’s the same 
as the excitement of archives,” he 
continues, “how you read with all 
your senses,” 

And, just as this relationship 
between the senses and reading is 
rarely examined within academic 
work, the same goes for the dynam- 
ic between what one writes and the 
conditions under which the writing 
comes about. “Archivists at , 
libraries,” Bishop points out, “are 
crucial to research. If they like you, 
then it’s golden.” Because they 
know the terrain, so to speak, of the 
collection, good archivists help the 
researcher navigate through what 
would otherwise be a haphazard 
assembly of material. In this sense, 
it’s similar to traveling by motorcy- 
cle: tips from other bikers helped 
Bishop find the best roads. 

It’s no surprise, then, that many 
of the reflections on books in Riding 
with Rilke take place on the highway 
and, inversely, many of the ones on 
motorcycles take place in the 
library. It’s not surprising, either, 


that these physical milieus are as 
vividly and precisely portrayed as 
Bishop’s intellectual meanderings 


LITERARY BOUNDARIES 

I mention to Bishop a description 
of Rutherford Library on campus 
that particularly struck me. | 
couldn’t quite articulate why I 
found it bizarre that the library 
where | did countless hours of 
research and studying over the 
course of my studies at the U of A 
would appear in a hardcover book 
that was nominated for a GG’s 
award 

‘I did that deliberately,” Bishop 
says of his decision to explicitly por- 
tray Albertan landmarks such as 
Bruce Peel Special Collections 
“When I was in school, all the Cana- 
dian literature I read was about 
prairies and farms. I couldn't relate 
to that: my family goes back three 
generations in Edmonton. | was 
born at the U of A hospital, three 
blocks south of Rutherford library.” 

“Similarly,” he continues, “I 
almost didn’t put in that the Ducati 
service station was in Red Deer. 
Then, at the last minute, I did. Out 
here, it’s like an unmapped coun- 
try—it’s mapped, but not in a liter- 
ary sense.” 

Of course, people in Toronto, or 
New York, or London have no rea- 
son to feel this way: their geography 
has been well mapped in literature 
for ages. Bishop tells of a former stu- 
dent who wanted to write short sto- 
ries, but changed all the street 
names to Toronto ones, completely 
severing the relationship between 
the physicality of the landscape and 
its literary incarnation. 

Bishop, naturally, vehemently 
disagreed with the student. “We 
need stories about here; we need to 
name the names in literature.”

It’s all about Location 


Excitement about Edmonton prompted editor 
Heather Zwicker to collect the city’s tales 


EDMONTON ON LOCATION:

ONE COULD ARGUE THAT ALL THE 
great cities in the world are walking 
cities, and to walk a city is to read it, 
and once one has read it, one has to 
write it, and once that is done enough 
times the city turns into a dream-city: 
it becomes permanent in the shared 
imagination of its inhabitants— 
despite their restless departures and 
returns from the actual city, their 
varying and renewed perceptions of 
it, and the inevitable process of frag- 
mentation, transformation, and decay 
that is the “natural” law of urban life. 


REPRESENTATION BY 
THE POPULATION 

Edmonton on Location, a collection of 
local literary musings, from essays to 
poems, owes its existence to its editor, 
Heather Zwicker, taking a walk. Her 
off-the-beaten-path encounter with 
some old dates etched onto the 

Pumphouse and Turnbine Hall was, 
literally, the writing on the wall. It 
pointed to her lack of knowledge 
about Edmonton’s history, and 
sobered her to the dearth of literary 
representations of the city. 

“The thing about a city being 
unwritten,” says Zwicker, “[is that] 
you have no idea what you're looking 
at.” 

The resulting collection is replete 
with a desire to engage the material 
traces of history and write Edmonton 
into a literary existence, giving it a 
permanent place in the imagination of 
readers. 





“Excitement and delight are the big 
things I would like to produce,” says 
Zwicker. Her own ambivalence 
toward the city growing up was “due 
in a profound way to the absence of 
representation of Edmonton as an 
interesting or an exciting place to be.” 
With the reader's pleasure in mind, 
Zwicker invited the fresh voices of 
emerging writers, challenged acade- 
mic contributors to write in a popular 
idiom, and included journalistic 
pieces filled with engrossing details 
and events of daily life, such as: a por- 
trait of one of our 1000 urban-jackrab- 
bits; the salvage and relocation of a 
mural orginally painted to celebrate 
the transformation of drug den into a 
drop-in centre for women and trans- 
gendered individuals; the search for 
the site of Club 70, a’70s downtown 
gay and lesbian bar. 

Language itself is what is exciting 
about Dianne Chisholm’s opening 
piece that traces her love of the city 
through the emerging story of her 
mother’s life. Consider the seductive 
rhythm of these fragmented sen- 
tences: “My place begins making 
sense to me. City of maternal pre-his- 
tory. Living on. Not Deadmonton, but 
Delphi.” 

It is also hard to resist Lisa Gre- 


goire’s hardboiled and hilarious 
attempt at hotel-life in four of our 
city’s “fading grottos [that] were 
depositories for decades of local toil 
and sweat between the Klondike and 
karaoke.” She recounts afternoons 
spent yakking with the old men who 
are the custodians of the hotels’ histo- 
ries. 

Mark Hiemstra also deserves 
notice. The only short story in the col- 
lection, “How To Breath Again,” is a 
completely engrossing moment-by- 
moment account of a cab ride through 
the city as told by a likable but heart- 
breakingly desperate young man try- 
ing to score enough crack to numb 
himself to the complex factors of his 
displaced existence. 


THE REAL DEAL 

There are, of course, the inclusion 
of more familiar landmarks and sto- 
ries; “You need your MacDonald 
hotels in there as a common text that 
people know,” says Zwicker, “but it’s 
the intimacy of these smaller places, 
and the heartbreaking absence of the 
one’s that aren’t here anymore, that I 
wanted to get at people.” 

Setting the big against the small: the 
known names against the less famil- 
iar; the small stories inside the big nar- 
ratives (did you know that Leonard 
Cohen wrote the words to “Sisters of 
Mercy” at the Hotel Mac?)—it’s this 
contrast that makes Zwicker’s book 
dynamic. She was aware that putting 
these multiple perspectives together 
ina collection “where they would rub 
up against each other, not all together 
easily” would create tensions, but 
says she was “anxious to let those ten- 
sions exist and to let people's voices 
come forward without overly manag- 
ing them.” 

When I ask Zwicker what defines a 
“real city,” a question Edmontonians 
are forever absorbed with, she replies 
that it is, exactly, this complexity of 
voices. “A real city is a place where 
people's lives unfold. And if you 
believe that what is really important 
in the world can happen in the lives 
of everyday people, it follows that 
Edmonton is a real city by virtue of 
the complexity and dynamism of 
everyday lives here; and it’s stories 
about those everyday lives and 
experiences of the city that I hope 
has been central to this book.”

PERHAPS BEST KNOWN IN EDMONTON 
for Frozen In Time, the book about 
the Franklin expedition that he 
wrote with University of Alberta 
professor and forensic anthropolo- 
gist Owen Beattie, former Journal col- 
umn writer John Geiger has spent 
years unearthing the near-mythical 
life of another famous Edmontonian, 
Brion Gysin. 


ON THE BEAT 

Gysin was a central figure in the 
Beat movement, the consummate 
“outsider,” and a gay icon. William 
S. Burroughs, author of the pioneer- 
ing Naked Lunch, credited Gysin with 
the invention of the cut-up, the liter- 
ary equivalent of collage in the visu- 
al arts, or tape manipulation and 
sampling in music, Even before that, 
he was progenitor of what has been 
called the Counter Culture. It was 
Gysin who provided the recipe for 
hashish fudge that was published in 
the Alice B. Toklas Cookbook. When he 
lived in Tangier, his circle included 
writer and composer Paul Bowles 
and his wife, Jane. It was Gysin who 
introduced Rolling Stones’ guitarist 
Brian Jones to the Master Musicians 
Of Jajouka,who first recorded them 
and released therecording in the 
west. When he lived in Paris in the 
so-called Beat Hotel in the 1960s, 
Burroughs, Gregory Corso, Allen 
Gins and Harold Norse were 
his neighbors and collaborators. 
With Ian Sommerville, he developed 
The Dreamachine, a stroboscopic 
method of consciousness expansion 
without the use of drugs. Even as 
early as 1935, his drawings had nar- 
rowly missed being in a pivotal Sur- 
realist exhibition at the Aux Quatre 
Chemins gallery when they were 
excluded at the last moment by Paul 
Eluard, acting on the orders of 
Andre Breton. 

Gysin was both a painter and a 
writer and a (using a modern term) 

ice sound poet. He also 

dabbled in magic. His influence has 
been acknowledged by such diverse 














talents as Timothy Leary, David 
Bowie, Keith Haring, Patti Smith, 
Michael Stipe, Genesis P-Orridge, 
John Giorno, and Iggy Pop. 

Although he was born in England, 
Brion Gysin spent his formative 
years, between the ages of five and 
15, in Edmonton. His mother was a 
storyteller with the Edmonton Pub- 
lic Library and taught elocution. He 
attended the Westward Ho! School 
for Boys in Edmonton and graduat- 
ed high school from St. Joseph’s 
High School in 1932. His stepfather, 
William Hewgill, had an insurance 
office in The Empire Building on 
Jasper Avenue. 

Not that Gysin liked Edmonton. 
He didn’t. He detested the city and 
couldn't wait to leave. He was “thor- 
oughly ashamed at ever having been 
found in such a place” and when 
getting his passport for Europe he 
wrote out his name so badly on the 
forms that the “a” in his real name, 
Brian, was mistaken for an “o” and 
the passport issued as Brion, which 
he immediately seized on as being 
French and therefore “hip.” He used 
that spelling for the rest of his life. At 
various times, his acquaintances 
believed Gysin to be English, Ameri- 
can, Swiss, and French, though 
Geiger asserts, with plenty of materi- 
al to back it up, that his Prairie years 
were formative of both his character 
and later of both his visual and liter- 


ary styles. 


EXHAUSTIVE RESEARCH 
Although some of this has com 
to light previously—Geiger pro- 
vided material on Gysin for 
Edmonton: The Life Of A City 


(NeWest Press 1995), and The 


Edmonton Art Gallery presented a 













retrospective (with ca ie Tun 
ing In To The Multimedia Age) of 
Gysin‘s art in June of 1998—Geiger 
has, in this book, published the 
first definitive biography of Gysin 
Like his previous book, Chapel 
)f Extreme Experience Short His 
tory Of Strobos ypic Light And The 
Dream Machine (Soft Skull Press 
2003), which came out of the same 


research, John Geiger has pro 
duced a volume of meticulously 
researched scholarship which is, at 
the same time, compulsively read- 
able for the lay person. The 
strength of his style is precision 
and brevity. He doesn’t speculate 
or go off on pseudo-psychological 
flights of fancy about what Gysin 
may have been. He sticks to the 
facts. Every detail set down is clear 
and concise, backed by an appro- 
priate reference or footnote. The 
more poetic assertions are quotes 
from those who knew Gysin best 

Geiger had the cooperation of 
William S. Burroughs, Gysin’s lit- 
erary executor, and James Grauer- 
holz, the literary trustee of Bur- 
roughs. He’s done the hundreds of 
hours of research and interviews 
necessary. There’s a ton of previ- 
ously unknown information, such 
as Gysin’s stint in the Canadian 
Intelligence Corps, where he stud- 
ied Japanese language. For that, he 
(with Burroughs’ help) had to get 
the National Archives to lift its 
embargo on Gysin’s Canadian 
Military records 

This is a major work on an 
international figure of real impor- 
tance, and Geiger has done both 
the material and the man a great 
service with this volume. A fine 
biography that captures precisely 
the man who “threw off the sort 
of ideas that ordinary artists 
would parlay into a lifetime 
career, great clumps of ideas, as 
casually as a locomotive throws 
off sparks.”

SUMMER AND FALL 2005 ARE PROVING TO 
be a total bonanza for comic book and 
graphic novel aficionados. 

On the literary end, Fantagraphic Books 
out of Seattle continue to astound with 
tomes like R. Kikuo Johnson’s Night Fisher (a 
sublime coming of age story that totally 
lives up to its hype as the most impressive 
comics debut of 2005) as does Montreal’s 
Drawn & Quarterly (Guy Delisle’s 
Pyongyang: A Journey In North Korea under- 
lines the fact that Canadians still rule the 
roost of autobiographical memoir comics, 
while their publishing of Yoshihiro Tatsu- 
mi's classic The Push Man and Other Stories 
demonstrates the depth of Japanese comic 
art beyond genre-oriented manga). 

On the commercial side, high-profile 
imprints like Dark Horse (the ever-brilliant 
Hellboy), America’s Best Comics (Tom 
Strong and League of Extraordinary 
Gentlemen) and IDW Comics (30 Days of 
Night) continue to give Vertigo Comics 
(Fables, Lucifer, and Swamp Thing) a run for 
their money in producing adult-oriented 
comics that happily dominate the top 
shelves of comic book shops {i.e., books 
that embrace both adult themes and 
stylings as well as the joyous childishness of 
the medium). 

It's a good time to be a four-colour 
nerd. 

The one downside to this embarrass- 
ment of wealth is the legion of totally wor- 
thy books that accidentally fall by the way- 
side simply because the hype machine of an 
overcrowded comic market never gets 
around to them.

The post three-month relationship barometer: 
do you freak, or breathe through it? 


LIKE COUPLES CLOCKWORK, IT ALWAYS 
seems to happen at about the three-month 
mark. Things are chuggin’ along nicely, the 
sex is fantastic, and toothbrushes have been 
confidently left at each other’s homes. 

Perhaps you've even uttered the “L” word. 
You've most definitely hinted at it with your 
friends. “I think this is the guy,” you've mut- 
tered excitedly, but under your breath,

Then it happens. 

Some—usually—insignificant event bursts 
your seemingly perfect bubble.

They had now entered what | call “the 
transition phase"—that awkward, scary, and 
confusing point in a relationship, when you 
have to move it from the “Oh my God, it's so 
amazing, you should see him breathe, he's so 
good at it!" phase into the “Oh, my God, am | 
completely deluding myself? | thought he was 
different but he’s just like the rest of them,” 
phase. Of course, this often dovetails into the 
“Oh my God, why can't | make a relationship 
work? What's wrong with me?” self-pity 
phase. With almost shocking speed, the won- 
derfully blissful state of googly-eyed lust is 
shattered. The honeymoon is over and it’s 








time to start unpacking the baggage. 

As far as I’m concerned, this is the phase 
that makes it or breaks it: when you start to 
explore each other's soft, white underbelly; 
when you discover you both have needs that 
you may not understand, insecurities that you 
might not like, and you both have to sort 
through your whack of crap you've hauled in 
with you from all your previous relationships. 

One wrong move here can send both par- 
ties into a panic and throw the entire rela- 
tionship into question,

Immediately, my friend is wondering: 
“How can he not understand why his com- 
ment would bother me? Am | not beautiful 
enough? How does he really feel about me? Is 
he really just a big insensitive lout?” 

And her guy is thinking, “Oh my God, | 
can't say anything without her overreacting. 
She's going to drown me in her needs. | can't 
give her what she wants.” 

His reaction makes her feel vulnerable and 
exposed. She revealed a soft spot and he 
poked it a litt'e too hard. Does this mean she 
can't ever allow herself to be vulnerable 
around him? And he’s just thinking it’s all just 





too complicated, 

Now this one little comment is suddenly 
deciding their future. 

That's because it taps into the unknown— 
the territory beyond the initial public-rela- 
tions campaign when you're both on your 
best behaviour. Doubts are triggered. 
Perceptions are thrown into question. You 
discover that perhaps love actually isn't going 
to be the only thing that will keep it together. 

It was so much easier when both parties 
could do no wrong, wasn’t it? Now you have 
to figure out how to talk to each other about 
the emotional stuff. Get to know each other 
beyond the “Wow, | like going out for dinner 
too!” phase. 

Dislike things about each other. It’s hard 
and scary. 

Which is why, at this point, | usually freak 
out and start looking for things to prove 
whether he’s capable of going the distance. 

And he’s freaking because this fun-loving, 
seemingly sane-when-he-met-her person has 
suddenly turned into a maniacal bundle of 
unmet needs and demands.

My current guy was different. When | 
started freaking out, he just sat back and 
waited, assuring me that he wasn't against 
me, that he wasn’t the enemy, and that 
while a situation may feel to me “Just like 
every other time I've been 
betrayed/hurt/lied to/dragged through the 
mud,” that he actually was a whole new per- 
son who wouldn't necessarily be doing 
things the same way. 

He wore me down. | calmed down and 
gave in. | stopped blaming him and the rela- 
tionship for all my fears and insecurities. 
And | found myself able to forgive a lot 
about him as a result. | learned to compro- 
mise. | even started to, gulp, trust him. 

Now when we misinterpret each other 
or when | feel like he’s not meeting my

needs, | only sulk for a minute or ten, then I 
take a deep breath, and instead of freaking 
out, | try to take responsibility for my feel- 
ings and reactions and attempt to get to the 
bottom of them. If we're both feeling too 
emotional to get there calmly, we retreat to 
our corners until we can come out and play 
fair. Then one of us usually cracks a joke 
about it all, and we move on. 

We survived the transition phase. | 
learned that if | didn’t like something about 
him, or if | didn’t like certain reactions, it 
didn't mean that he wasn’t right for me. | 
learned that uncertainty during the transi- 
tion phase is normal. It's how you handle 
this uncertainty that’s crucial to the survival 
of the relationship.

And while, yes, it is important to express 
yourself and be honest and all that crap, at 
this volatile stage (and quite frankly at all 
stages of a relationship), it is often better to 
hold back the initial need to blurt out all of 
your fear and hurt and take time to regroup 
and figure out what's really going on and 
how you might communicate it without 
pushing each other's buttons. 

Because if you can survive the transition
